Bequests the Convention to Respect His Judg- 


ment Not To Be a Candidate 


Begun This Forenoon to Stem the Tide. Held a Conference with 


the Leaders, Never Said He Would Not Take It If Forced 


Upon Him, Lodge Told Him He Had Better Take a 


Razor and Cut His Throat, 
Various Opinions 


PHILADELPHIA, June 18, 4.15 o'clock-Goy, 


Roosevelt has issued a statement according to his 
agreement made with Republican leaders earlier in 
the dav. 


He reiterates his previously held opinion that 


he believes he can be of better service to the public 
and the party by accepting the nomination for gov- 
ernor of the state of New York and concludes: 


"I honestly wish that every friend of mine in 


the convention will respect my judgment and con- 
viction in this matter." 


Philadelphia, June 18—Towards 11 o'clock today Governor Roosevelt be- 


gan to stem the tide into favor of his nomination for the vice-presidency. 
He had a conference with Lodge, Hanna, Payne, Odell and others. 


Hanna advised him to issue a statement positively declining the nomina- 


tion, which would be consistent with his previous statements. 


"But I never asserted I would decline if nominated. I don't want the 


office but I am not sure I can refuse it the convention fails to listen to my 
protest," replied Roosevelt. "You had better take a razor and cut your 
throat.* To decline the nomination would be equally fatal," suggested Sena- 
tor Lodge. 


Many personal friends urged him to positively decline^ 


Eoosevelt finally announced he would come to a decision by 4 o'clock this 


afternoon. 


During the conference Senator Hanna, combatting the Impression that 


the governor is the only man that canbe nominated, gold, ':! think we'can 
nominated some one else beside Eoosevelt," 


"For God's sake go ahead and! do it," responded this governor. 
Odell assured the conference the New York delegation would take: no action 


forcing1 the governor on the convention. 


To a delegation of South Dakotans, Roosevelt said: "I ami placed in a 


great and serious quandry. I am not unmindful of the honor, but I believe 
I can better serve the party in New York state than in the nation, I don't 
se how I can refuse if nominated, but I have not yet made up my mind." 


When: Platt was informed of this remark, he said, "I think, without doubt, 


Roosevelt will be the candidate for vice-president."

wearing the slouch hat which has been 
his only headgear since he returned from 
Cuba, the crowds rose at him amid eddied 
about him like a swirling tide in their 
eagerness to greet him. The rank and 
file hav« only been deterred from pro- 
claiming him as their choice from the 
very first by his repeated announcement 
thait he was sot a candidate. Yester- 
day New York and Pennsylvania, the 
former with 72 and the latter with 64 
Delegates, threw his ha-Knecr to the 
breeze. The effect was magical. The 
rush to his standard resembled tha 
jumping of needles to the sides of a 
magnet. The light of some of the stairs 
of lesser magnitude like Irving- Scott of

Fairbanks and other -warm friends of 
the administration dined at the resi- 
dence of Clement A. Griscom, and Wol- 
cott, Quay and other® dined at the resi- 
Bence of ex-Governor Burn of Idaho, 
who now lives in this city. Upon there- 
suit of these two dinners and the discus-

Colonel Quay announced himself as for 


Roosevelt because of his confidence that 
the governor's nomination would assure 
the success of the Republican ticket in 
November, but there are those—and they 
are not enemies of the colonel—who an- 
nounced this belief that his position is 
the result of antagonism on his part to 
Senator Hanna. It was also asserted, 
that Quay still remembered the fact that 
the Ohio senator had cast his influence 
against him in his recent effort to secure 
his old seat in the senate by guberna- 
torial appointment. Quay did not adr 
mit the truth of these statements, say- 
ing there were broader reasons for nom- 
inating Roosevelt. 


It was also asserted by those in posi- 


tion to know that Roosevelt"s acceptance 
in case of his nomination was assured, 
but this was not put upon stronger 
ground than that Senator Platt had 
given his assurance. There can be no 
doubt, however, regardless of Roose- 
velt's own position, that he is to be the 
riatt-Quay candidate, and they feel safe 
in the confidence that he will not decline 
the office if it is forced upon him.

Roosevelt's behalf had 
the effect of 


bringing former Secretary Bliss coa-

New England's Candidate for the Vice 


Presidency. 


For the first time since the'Republican 


leaders began to assemble in Philadel- 
phia there has been some earnest work 
upon the platform, and a draft has been 
completed which. It is believed, will re- 
ceive the approval of th« convention. 
This document was prepared In part be- 
fore coming to Philadelphia by Postmas- 
ter General Smith, ands it is understood, 
it was submitted to the president for his 
Ir-speetlon and approval before Mr. 
Smith left Washington. 


Mr. Smith was in consultation during 


the greater part of Sunday afterneem 
with Senator Foraker, who, it Is .under- 
stood, will be chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions. The senator has him- 
self added considerably to Mr. Smith's 
draft. 


The instrmenit, as so far prepared, Is of 


considerable length, but very clear cut 
and emphatic m its enunciations. It be- 
gins by oalling attention to the promises 
that wers sia.de in the St- Louis conven- 
tion of 18S6, andafter enumerating them, 
declares that faith has been kept in al- 
most every instance, as is shown by the 
statutes which the-last congress added 
to the laws of the country. Especial at- 
tention is called to the fact that the 
platform of 1S96 promised that the coun- 
try should be putnpon the gold standard, 
and that this pledge has been faithfully 
maintained. There is a, clear and dis- 
tinct declaration for the maintenance of 
this standard, and the resolutions as-so 
far prepared make no reference to bi- 
metallism. 
The resolutions also con- 


tain the usual declaration for a pro- 
tective tariff. 


The president's policy with reference 


to the Philippines is endorsed through- 
out, 
and his conduct of tha war with 


Spain is upheld in the strongest terms 
of commendation and ^raiae. The pres- 
ident's course on the Boer-British en- 
tanglement is also endorsed, and atten- 
tion is called to the fact that under his 
guidance the United States has been the 
only nation to offer intervention be- 
tween the warring nations. The presi- 
dent also comes in f 0*- praise because of 
his attitude in The Hague peace confer- 
ence, and the administration is especially 
commended, for its position and its ac- i 
compliahment in the matter of an open 1 
door in China.

SICKNESS IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


Thirty Percent of Two Regiments Have Malarial 


Fever—Twa Engagements With Rebels. 


Manila, June IS.—-Malarial fever has 


been prevalent since April in parts of 
Cavite and Batangas provinces, wh&ch 
are garrisoned by the Forty-sixth and 
Thirty-ininth regiments. Thirty percent 
of the men of each regiment are on the 
•sick list. Of two battalions in Batangas 
province, one has 150 sick and the other 
190. 


The United) States forces had two en- 


gagements of importance last week. 
The troops under General Funston and 
General Grant organized an advance, 
with parts of five re<giments and two 
guns, against 500 rebels in a mountain 
stronghold east of Biaonatiata, where it 
waa supposed Captain Roberts of tha 
Thirty-flf th regiment, who was captured 
last month at San Mdguel die Maynumo, 
was held captive. 


The Americans operated under many 


idifflculties and over an. exceedingly 
rough country, but the rebels retreated, 
only a few resisting, and the stronghold 
was occupied and, burned. 


As a result of'last week's scouting 60 


Filipinos were killed, 200 were captured 
and 300 rifles, with 23,000 rounds of am- 
munition, 
were 
surrendered. Three 


Americans were killed.

The 
Shanghai correspondent of The Dally 
Express Says: 


"Sheriff, at, head of the telegraph ad- 


ministration, pretended that the line 
connecting" with Pekin had been down 
since June 9, and that the wires to Tien 
Tsln u ere cut on June 15. Nevertheless, 
It Is notorious that constant communica- 
tions have been passing from Shanghai 
to Pekin over the northern and western 
routes, although Sheng- has refused both 
ministers and consuls the privilege of 
ueing the lines. It is known that last 
Friday Sheng received a message ftom 
either Pekin or Tien Testa. 


"This dispatch said that General Tung 


Fuh Slang's troops aided the Boxers In 
an oreamized attack on the foreign le- 
gations, and that in the course of the 
attack some of the legation buiidftmgs 
were reduced tp ruins, and one foreign 
minister was sliced to pieces." 


Why in the cables it should have been 


added that the murdered minister was 
Baron Von Ketteler is not explained. 


According to another teletgram from 


Shanghai, dated June 17, at 7:26 p. m», 
Sheng has fled, fearing" that the foreign 
authorities were about to airest him be- 
cause of his stoppage of telegrams. A 
third cablegram asserts that the reports 
of the murder of the German minister 
emanated from London, are quite un- 
confirmed and are discredit-edi at Shang- 
hai. 


"The German minister has been cap- 


tured.," Is the announcement to Tha 
Morning Post from'Pekin, in a dispatch 
dated June 13, 5-p. m., via Tien. Tbin, 
June 15. This is the'latest press mes- 
saige known to have left'Pekin. It con- 
tinues as follows,: 


"A crowd of Boxers occupies legation 


street, cutting off' communication be- 
tween the buildings. A few Boxers are 
parading in the city. Their superstition 
In regard to foreign armies is pitiable.

Canned fruits that retain their natural 


•avor and delicacy n«ed no endorsement 
At this time-, but to secure these desired 
qualities the greatest care and attention 
are sometimes necessary. The basis of 
success Is the selection of the fruit. Only 
the freshest, fairest and most perfect 
fruits should he used, and such as are 
overripe or decayed must be rejected. 
The next essential is a proper and perfect 
sealing jar. 
Only glass or stone jars 


should be used for fruit under any con- 
sideration, and if possible reject all but 
the best self-sealing ones. The difference 
In expense between the best and the or- 
dinary or cheap jars is not great and 
would be more than counter-balanced by 
the loss of one jar of fruit through im- 
proper sealing. 


In using jars always thoroughly heat 


them before filling. This is best done 
by setting them in a pan of water and 
heating gradually: when they are well 
.heated fill as quickly as possible and seal 
•up at once. The filled jars should be set 
.-where they may be Inspected for several 
days, when if perfect they should be set 
fc.way In a cool, dark place until wanted 
for use. 
If in any case you discover 


signs of fermentation open them at once 
*and recook the contents, but use at once 
for the table. It is not wise to attempt 
to reoan. 


In preparing fruits for canning use a 


porcelain lined kettle, and it is always 
desirable to cook only a small quantity 
at one time. In this preparation also use 
the best of sugar, as you thus decrease 
the chances of fermentation. 
Large, 


firm fruits should be pared thin with a 
silver knife, laid in cold water until ready 
to cook, then boiled until tender and 
placed in the boiling syrup. Strawberries, 
raspberries, currants and other small 
fruits must be handled with great care 
or they will lose all their original form 
and color. It is generally well to sprinkle 
them w4th sugar and set them aside a 
lew hours, when the syrup may be 
drained off and heated before the fruit is 
putinand brought very slowly to the boil- 
ing point. The above must, of course, be 
general in character, but if the sugges- 
tions are observed should aid you in the 
canning season that has just begun. 


Let us now consider a few special di- 


rections. In canning strawberries pick 
over canaf ully to get only the firm ripe 
berries, and allow one pound of sugar to 
two of benies. Mix a half teaspoonful of 
finely powdered alum for each quart of 
the berries with the sugar, sprinkle over 
and let stand until the sugar dissolves. 
The syrup may be heated separately, or 
the whole put over a moderate fire and 
let come to a boil. 


A nice mixed fruit jelly is made as fol- 


lows: Take equal quantities of ripe 
strawberries, raspberries, currants and 
red cherries; stone the cherries and stem 
the currants; put the fruit all togther in 
a kettle and heat to the boiling point, 
pour in a jelly bag and squeeze: measure 
and return to the kettle; let it boil and 
add a pound and a half of sugar for ev- 
.sry pint-of juice; boll for half an hour, 
skimming as often as necessary. If not 
Jellied In that time boil longer, although 
the tftne suggested is generally sufficient. 


A nice Jelly for some uses may be made 


from the large blue plums. Put them in 
a kettle -with a ISttle water, let them boll 
tender, strain through a floured jelly bag, 
measure and return to the kettle; le.t 
boll for ten or fifteen minutes, add a pint 
it sugar for each pint of juice, boll for 
twenty minutes longer and put away in 
glasses. I *hfo* they win please and aid 
yas.

For the benefit of the mothers who 


must either sterilize or Pasteurize ths 
milk they give their babies, directions 
are furnished here of both processes. 


STERILIZED MILK. 


For this process there come regular 


sterilizers. These are like large tin cans, 
•with a rack inside in which are placed the 
jars containing the milk to be sterilized. 
This must be raised to the temperature 
of 212 degrees Fahrenheit, and this heat- 
Ing must be done by steam. It takes only 
a short time to bring the milk to the de- 
sired state if the fire under the sterilizer 
is kept up. For all sterilizers there come 
explicit directions. On the other hand, 
while these may be bought at any large 
drug shop or ordered from one of the 
firms that manufactures them, a home- 
made sterilizer may be improvised by 
any one who will fit a rack that will hold 
the bottles into a boiler wiffi closely fit- 
ting top. The lower part of the boiler is 
filled with hot water, and this is kept at 
BO steady a boil that the milk in the bot- 
tles, although these do not touch the 
water, is sufficiently sterilized in about 
twenty minutes. 


PASTEURIZED MILK. 


The manner in which milk is Pasteur- 


ized resembles the process of steriliza- 
tion, but the temperature is raised to only 
170 degrees instead of to 212. This tem- 
perature is preserved for from ten to 
twenty minutes. Pasteurized milk is 
often digested, where sterilized milk 
•would not serve, but it does not keep so 
long as the latter. After a day or two It 
spoils. It tastes more like fresh milk 
than that which has been sterilized.' 
Either milk should be heated in the bat- , 
tie in which it has been treated, and it is 
also best to put the milk through either 
process in the bottle in which it is to be 
fed tr the baby. These should be corked 
while their contents are being prepared 
and the nipples may be substituted for 
the corks when the child is to be fed. 


The baby who lives where it is possible 


to obtain a supply of pure fresh milk 
may show eccentricities of digestion 
when the warm weather comes on. In 
that case it may be wise to add to the 
milk a little 'lime water or a tiny pinch 
of bicarbonate of soda. If further modi- 
fication of the milk is to be made it should 
be done under the doctor's orders.

ers in Peking or elsewhere dream of. 
All Chinese of the upper classes know 
this, and those who count foreigners 
among their friends have warned them, 
but have to my own knowledge been 
rather laughed at for their pains than 
thanked for feeling anxiety on their 
western friends' behalf. 
May I be 


more fortunate in warning you! The 
foreign ministers, I know, have pro- 
tested to the tsung-li-yamen about the 
increase of the ,Boxer organizations in 
the northern provinces, but dust has 
as usual been thrown into these for- 
eigners' eyes. Not only have tbe Boxers 
Increased tenfold in number since the 
beginning of the year in Shangtung and 
Chi-li, but even the imperial prefecture 
of Shuntien (Peking) and the three 
northeastern, provinces 
(Manchuria) 


are now filled with their ramifications. 


I will give this time only two in- 


stances to show the high favor in 
which the Boxers stand in the eyes of 
the powers that be in Peking. In the 
first place, a censor named Wang, a 
native of Chi-11, had recently an audi- 
ence of the empress dowager, and, the 
subject of the Boxers having come 
up, the empress dowager said to the 
censor: "You are a native of this prov- 
ince and so ought to know. What do 
you think of the Boxers in Chi-li? Do 
you really think that when the time 
comes for action they will really join 
the troops in fighting the 'foreign dev- 
ils?' " "I am certain of it, your maj- 
esty. Moreover, the tenets taught the 
members of the society are 'Protect to 
the death the heavenly dynasty (T'len 
Cn'ao) and death to the devils' ('kuei- 
tze*). For your servant's own part, so 
deeply do I believe In the destiny of 
the society to crush the 'devils' that 
young and old of your servant's fam- 
ily are now practicing the incantations 
of the Boxers, every one of us having 
Joined the society to protect the heav- 
enly dynasty and drive the 'devils' in- 
to the sea. Had I the power given me 
I would willingly lead the Boxers la 
the van of the avenging army when 
the time comes and before that time do 
all I can to assist them in organizing 
and arming them." 


The empress dowager nodded her 


head in approval and, after ruminat- 
ing in her mind, cried: "Aye! It is a 
grand society. But I am afraid that, 
having no experienced men at their 
head just now, these Boxers will act 
rashly and get the government into 
trouble with these "Yang kuei-tze' be- 
fore everything is ready." 
Then after 


another pause: "That's it These Box- 
ers must have some responsible men 
In ChMi and Shangtung to guide their 
conduct." And the audience then end- 
ed. The nest morning a decree was is- 
sued naming this censor, Wang, gov- 
ernor of Peking—that is to say, a sixth 
grade official was by a stroke of the 
pen raised to a fourth grade metropoli- 
tan post, a subprefect to a provincial 
Judgeship! Waag will therefore have 
tbe opportunity he wishes—namely, to 
organize, advise and arm the Boxera. 


The second instance I give to show 


the light in which foreigners are held 
just now is that since the Tlen-tsln 
massacre of 1870 a ban had been plac- 
ed by the officials—all except the most 
bigoted among the Conservatives—up- 
on the term "Yang kuei-tze ("foreign 
devil"), men having been bambooed 
for using it when found out by the of- 
ficials. But here we find that not only 
this term is embodied in the warcry of 
the BoxerS, but has received official 
•auction from the empress herself. 


The reactionary tendency In France- 


thai is, from republicanism to monarchy 
—is unmistakable. Most of the men of 
brains are opposed to reaction. The men 
without brains, but who rely on force, 
are generally on the other side.—Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal.

Minneapolis, promises to result In a 
row that will involve the whole north- 
west, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. In 
fact, the status of the hare is likely to 
become a matter of congressional de- 
liberation, for the farmers are organiz- 
ing and sending petitions to the con- 
gressmen representing Iowa and Min- 
nesota. The petitions cite that Belgian 
hares are really rabbits, and aside 
from their qualities of superior breed- 
lug they are identical in habits and fe- 
cundity, of doubtful value as a food 
product and an undoubted menace to 
the agricultural interests of any coun- 
try in which they are introduced. 


During the last few months hundreds 


of these hares have been imported into 
Minnesota from the Pacific coast, and 
several Belgian hare farms have been 
established. The proprietors of these 
farms assort that the hares are as legit- 
imate an item of industry as are sheep 
or any other farm stock, and they are 
organizing to flght the opponents of the 
hare. They point out that there are 
hundreds of thousands of these hares 
in California, but that no reports of 
damage to crops are ever received 
from that state. The hare industry is 
on the increase In Mlnnpsotn, and the | 
apprehensiveness of the agricultural 
population increases correspondingly.

Row She Watched Over Her-Hu»= 


banA'* Many Moodn and Her Solici- 
tude For His Health—Befriending-u 
Poor 'Woman. — Mrs. 
Gl«ul»tone'» 


Seme of Humor. 
The watchful care which the late 


Mrs. William Ewart Gladstone con- 
tinually exercised over the health and 
comfort of her distinguished husband 
•was the subject of frequent comment 
among her intimates. Possessed of a 
forceful Intellect and strong womanly 
sympathies, she used these character- 
istics in snob a way as to make the 
ex-premier think her the cleverest wo- 
man in the world. Out of all the mem- 
bers of her household she clone knew 
just hovf' to manage her venerable hus- 
band, who in recent years had occa- 
sionally manifested a disposition to In- 
dulge in what would be regarded as 
tantrums In less distinguished men. On 
one occasion a leading London journal- 
ist, while dining with the Gladstones, 
got into a heated argument with the 
sage of Hawardeu over some question 
of public policy. While the discussion 
was at its stormiest a servant quietly 
slipped a card into the hand of the dar- 
ing newspaper man. On it were the 
words written in Mrs. Gladstone's 
large, angular hand, ''We never con- 
tradict Mr. Gladstone." 
The visitor 


then for the first time noticed that the 
Grand Old Man wore a flushed and ex- 
cited look. He at once took the hint, 
and, after feebly contesting the point 
for a few moments longer, confessed 
himself worsted, and peace was re- 
stored. 


Gladstone at one time had occasion 


to address ^ open air meeting whose 
tone was decidedly unfriendly to him- 
self. Even the presence of Mrs. Glad- 
stone at the Grand Old Man's side 
could not silence the hisses and cat- 
calls until as the sun began to beat 
down fiercely on the speaker's bald 
head his wife's solicitude for his health 
led her to raise a sun umbrella and 
stand holding it over him. The sight 
of the aged couple's devotion to each 
other turned the tide of popular favor, 
and the air was rent by wild cheers for 
"the Grand Old Woman." 


Mrs. Gladstone was affectionately re- 


ferred to by her husband as "the best 
nurse in all England." She had almost 
a mania for prescribing more or less 
nauseous medicines for such of her 
friends as were ailing. James Russell 
Lowell, when minister to England, 
was slightly Indisposed while visiting 
the Gladstones. Mrs. Gladstone forced 
on him a particularly abominable black 
draft. 
He said afterward, "She gave 


It in such a sweet, motherly way that 
the stuff tasted better than the beat 
cocktail." 


Mrs. Gladstone was one day travel- 


Ing on the underground railway In 
London. Her companion for tue trip 
was a woman who said in the course 
of the conversation that she and her 
husband were in a tight fix. He had 
held a high position In the civil service, 
but had been compelled to resign. 
Nothing which lie could do presented 
itself, and he resolved to go- out to 
Australia, but his wife and children 
would have to be left behind. 
The 


woman told the story without guessing 
•who her listener was. 


When Mrs. Gladstone came to get 


off, she found she had not a penny to 
take her home. "I should like to help 
you," she said, "but I must first con- 
sult my husband. If you will call on 
me at 11 tomorrow morning at 10 St. 
James square, I will see what can be 
done for you. In the meantime I have 
come out without my purse. I have 
not a penny to pay my return fare, so 
please len| me sixpence." Though this 
sounded somewhat like the hold up of 
a confidence woman, the almost desti- 
tute wife gave up the little money she 
had with her. Next day'she called at 
the Gladstone house. Mrs. Gladstone, 
gave her §250 from Mr. Gladstone and 
added $50 more on her own behalf. 


An English writer, speaking of the 


beautiful relations existing between 
Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, says: "Mrs. 
Gladstone cultivated the art of listen- 
Ing to her. husband to a perfection that 
I never saw equaled. When he spoke, 
her absolute attention was always at 
his command. In fact, I do not believe 
anybody ever was so absorbed as Mrs. 
Gladstone looked. I suspect that she 
had learned how to wear that absolute- 
ly listening air while her mind follow- 
ed its own track. But it was a decided 
help to him, for it secured, at table and 
elsewhere, a general silence when he 
wished to deliver -his opinions without 
any appearance that he personally was 
demanding It Mrs. Gladstone's own 
little speeches to the women Liberals, 
too, were always on one topic—what 
her husband thought or how he was 
feeling. In short, for the old ideal of 
wifehood Mrs. Gladstone was a perfect 
model." 


Mrs. Gladstone, unlike Mr. Gladstone, 


Lad a strong sense of humor. She also 
was a keen judge of what would irri- 
tate the statesman. She used to tell 
the story herself of how on one occa- 
sion she sat for five hours on a copy of 
The Times to keep it from falling into 
Mr. Gladstone's hands, and all be- 
cause It contained a peculiarly bitter 
attack upon him, which she could 
laugh at herself, but which she knew 
would cause him Intense Irritation and 
chagrin.

Graduating Class 


of Drury 


THELESSQf! OF 
CONTENTMENT 


Fixity of Purpose Needed by Those 


Who Begin Life in Business or 


Profession. 
No Distracting 


Purposes Should Enter 


The graduating class of Drury high 


school attended St John's church in a 
body last evening and listened to the 
annual sermon to the class, preached 
by Rev. J. C. Tebbetts. 
The church 


was prettily decorated with flowers and 
plants, and the service was one of un- 
usual interest to others as well as to 
the young students. The class occu- 
pied front seats in the church, and at 
the close of the stermon, when Mr. 
Tebbetts addressed his words meet di- 
rectly to them, all stood until the end. 


Mr. Tebbetts took as his text St. 


Paul's wordsi to Timothy, "Godliness 
with contentment is great gain." The 
speaker defined Godliness as Christli- 
ness, since only through Christ and the 
works of God could we know God to 
follow him. He drew the distinction 
between contentment and mere sat- 
isfaction, tha latter a temporary and 
positive emotion,, while contentment is 
something passive and lasting1. 


Contentment is not the spirit of the 


age, he said, for we live in an age and 
land of unrest. With many of us there 
is but one season, the long winter of 
discontent We see It in our industrial 
and civil and political life, as well as in 
our religious life, where new religious 
cults are constantly coming in and old 
cults are being1 renewed. 


To a class of young people starting 


out in life this comes as a lesson to be 
learned early and surely. The lesson 
of fixity of ptlrpose and conservation 
of mental and spiritual forces. Whe- 
ther you go out into the world of busi- 
ness or continue your studies in col- 
lege you must learn the true economy 
of power. If you go to college with a 
view to entering one of the learned 
professions, it is not for you to let 
yourselves become distracted by ath- 
letics, which have their value as a 
means to an end, but wHich should not 
be allowed to draw you from your main 
purpose. 


If you are entering upon a long 


course of preparation for any definite 
pursuit whatever, you need to set your 
heart upon it, not upon some boy or 
girl friend with a view to matrimony 
at s'ome far off indefinite period, which 
no prophet could foresee. It is good to 
cultivate social instincts and affections 
and when the time requires, to have 
a helpmeet, but before this stands the 
life long vocation and_ preparation for 
it. 


Mr. Tebbetts then gave a final word 


of counsel to the class, during which 
the stood, ending1 with the 
words, 


"But in whatever situation you find 
yourself, if you learn to be content 
with that contentment and Deace of 
mind which belong to the children of 
God, your difficulties and dangers will 
disappear and your problems will be 
solved, and you will become stronger 
day by day. May God help and guide 
and keep you, and may He direct your 
way through this world, in honor, in 
holiness and in peace."

Professor Goldwin Smith of Toronto, 


Blscusslng the situation In China re- 
cently, was asked what he thought 
about the attitude of the European, 
powers toward that country. 


"If any people In the world have -a 


right to a country," said Professor 
Smith to a reporter of the New York 
Times, "the Chinese -surely have a 
right to the country which they are 
believed to havo Inhabited for 4,000 
years. It is too probable that China 
will be the nest scene of butchery and, 
havoc in the abused name of civllizar 
tlon. Fighting seems, In fact, to have 
already beguu." 


"Would not the result of a war there 


be Increased progress where progress 
and civilization have been slow?" was 
asked. 


"The Chinese are" at least partly civ- 


ilized; they are industrious In the high- 
est degree. Though their general mo-' 
rality may be weak, xiielr Industrial 
morality Is exceptionally strong. There 
is no reason why the pacific Influences 
of commerce and Intercourse should 
not act upoa them as they have acted 
on the Japanese, who half a century, 
ago might have been deemed propen 
subjects for philanthropic- aggres-j 
6ion."

"You think, then, that there Is a moi 


tlve for the advance on China?" 


"The great predatory powers are dl-i 


yldlng China into what in the cant lan- 
guage of their territorial rapacity are 
called 'spheres of Influence,'" was the 
reply. "That is to say, they are staking; 
It out for conquest with the Intention,' 
If the people resist, of mowing them 
down. A fearful vista of slaughter and 
desolation may presently open. The 
population of China Is roughly esti- 
mated at 400,000,000. The people are 
fanatically hostile to foreigners, as in. 
truth, considering the opium ware, they; 
have too much reason to be." 


"Would the Chinese be a match-for-a 


modernly equipped army?" 


"Though singularly unmiUtary, tfiej] 


are utterly reckless of life, at the same 
time they are totally unprovided with ] 
all modern appliances of war, and In j 
the case of a conflict they wonld be 
butchered by the millions." 


"What about the missionaries In Chi- 


na?" he was asked. 


"One thing is clear—all the mission- 


aries should be compelled at once to 
withdraw to places of security, or If 
they choose heroically to remain In 
posts of danger they should be warned 
that they do this, as did the early mis- 
sionaries, at their own risk. It Is mon- 
strous that a religion of peace and good 
will should be made, as too often It 
has been in the hands of its indiscreet', 
apostles, a brand for kindling the, 
flames of murderous war."

FENCE TO EXCLUDE TRAMPS 


BOB* Tweed's Old Estate Inclo«ed 


•With High "Wire Barrier. 


'A. A. Anderson of New York is sur- 


rounding his wife's estate near Green- 
wich, Conn., with a wire fence eight 
feet high and three miles long. He has 
also engaged George Tyler as a special 
constable, uniformed him and ordered 
him to arrest all trespassers. Signs of- 
fering §250 reward for the arrest and 
conviction of any oae damaging the 
Bhrubbery or buildings have also been 
posted, says the Kew York Sun. Mr^ 
Anderson's wife, who is the daughter 
of the late Jeremiah Mllbank of New 
York, owns what was once the summer 
home of Boss Tweed. This has been 
added to until there are 200 acres In 
all. A lake three times the size of that 
on the B. C. Benedict estate has been 
constructed and a road four miles long 
laid out from the Anderson residence 
to the Coscob road, winding about the 
lake, through the woods and along the 
shores of the sound. 


The woods were once the home of 


'Amogerone, an Indian chief, and more 
recently the abode of tramps, who| 
drank at the springs and occasionally; 
loitered there all summer. It Is for the 
purpose of breaking up these nests of 
tramps that the fence is being built 
and the officer Is on duty. This wall of 
wire Is similar to that about Mr. Bene- 
dict's estate, only longer. While the 
park Is private, the roads are not pro- 
hibited to residents of the town who 
wish to drive through them and ad- 
mire nature. 


A New Gold From Sea "Water Procen. 


The gold from sea water processes j 


have not come to an end yet in spite of 
repeated exposures, and the most re- 
cent one is patented in England, says 
the New York Post 
The Inventor 


claims to have discovered an economic- 
al process to recover the minute traces 
of gold said to exist in sea water by 
amalgamation. In the neighborhood of 
chalk cliffs It Is proposed to construct 
a shallow reservoir with a rim about 
six: feet above high water mark and its 
outlet below low water mark. The res- 
ervoir will have sides sloping to the 
diddle, and the water will rush in 
from the bottom with considerable 
force, scouring the bed of the reservoir 
and stirring up the sludge to which the 
gold clings. This metal is then to be 
obtained by fusion or by treatment 
with an acid. After extensive experi- 
ments in Australia and in the United 
States which demonstrate the futility 
of such attempts it seems somewhat 
singular that a scheme of this nature 
Should be brought forward anew.

"One morning, after I had been there 


probably a week, I sauntered into the 
office of my friend and found him in a 
dreadful stew. His local man had tak- 
en suddenly ill, and there was no one 
else who could take an assignment that 
had been mapped out for that day's 
work.

"I walked leisurely to the door, which ' 


stood wide open, and rapped. A sharp 
featured woman made her appearance 
after I had waited a few moments, and 
I stated the purpose of my visit 


"I was invited in, and a chair was 


pushed forward for my use. 


"The woman disappeared through a 


low door at the rear of the hut and I 
took the opportunity of making a few- 
observations of my surroundings. The 
hut was furnished with a couple of 
beds, a rusty cook stove and a fickety 
old table, and everything denoted pov-' 
erty.

"The womQn returned by the time I 


had taken a look around and was fol- , 
lowed by a middle aged man with as • 
villainous a countenance as you would 
care to see. He was a younger brother ' 
of the deceased, and he began to give i 
me some facts regarding the life of the 
man whose obituary I was to obtain. 


"While I was taking notes another 


man came in and whoM I was through 
with the task in hand took a look 
around the hut As quickly as my eyes 
fell upon the third person It struck me 
that I had seen him somewhere. He 
was of rather nice appearance, had a 
sandy mustache and was well dressed. 
I had surely seen him at some previous 
time and, with aa object in view, in- 
quired if that was a son of the deceas- 
ed. I was gratified to know that hla 
name was Barron also, for at that very 
moment it flashed upon me that I had 
seen him in. police court in Pottsville 
only a few weeks before under arrest 
for passing bogus money.

Ing counterfeit coin, the same charge on 
which he was arrested several months 
before. His honor concluded, In view 
of the serious charge and the fact that 
it was for the second offense, to hold 
him for further investigation. 


"During the previous six months 


Pottsville had been flooded with bogus 
money, and the authorities had offered 
a reward for the makers and shovera 
of the queer. Young Barron had been 
twice accused of passing the money, 
but each time be told such a plausible 
story that the officials were loath to be- 
lieve him responsible for the whole 
matter. The situation was becoming 
alarming. 
Detectives had been em- 


ployed, but they were as much at sea 
as the local officers. As a last resort a 
reward of $1,000 was offered for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the offenders. 
When no results came of the work that 
was being done toward clearing up the 
matter and the bogus sttiff continued to 
circulate, it was considered advisable 
to raise the reward, which was accord- 
ingly increased to $1,000.

CROWD OF 7000 PEOPLE 


WITNESSES THE SERVICE 


Parade of all Local Catholic Societies, 


With Nearly 1200 Men in Line. 


Eloquent Sermon by'Rev, Fr. 


Congdon of Holy Cross 


St. Joseph's cemetery, the new burial 


place secured for St. Francis' parish, 
was consecrated by Bishop Beaven of 
Springfield Sunday afternoon. No more 
impressive occasion than this consecra- 
tion service has marked the recent his- 
tory of the Catholics of North Adams, 
and it will long remain in the memory 
of those who were present as one of the 
most beautiful events at which the 
parish has been permitted to partici- 
pate. An imposing parade of all the 
Catholic societies of the city, followed 
at the cemetery by an eloquent sermon 
by Rev. Fr. Congdon of Holy Cross 
college, and the cosecration proper by 
the bishop, were the features of the 
day. 


The weather was almost ideal for 


such an occasion* It was warm, but 
there was at times a cooling breeze, 


white cross erected when the cemetery 
was purchased, a covered stand had 
been erected for the bishop and priests, 
with five smaller crosses surrounding 
it at some distance. The $pace inside 
these smaller crosses was Cleared for 
the parade, and 
tha 
line marched 


around the platform, forming a circle 
outside which the crowd gathered. The 
carriages with the biehop and priests 
were driven to the platform, and as 
they entered it the city band, stationed 
just in .front, played 
Old Hundred. 


This was followed by a selection by the 
men of St. Francis' choir, who stood 
beside the stand. 


Father Cougaon'* Sermon 


Rev. Fr. Congdon then delivered the 


sermon of the service, which was listen- 
ed to with close interest by the great 
crowd that extended down the hill from 
the stand. Fr. Congdon is a clear and 
eloquent speaker, and his sermon was 
a beautiful tribute to the church's pur- 
pose in the care it takes in its conse- 
cration of the burial places for its 
members. He said in substance: 


"Eternal rest give them, O Lord, and 


let perpetual light shine upon them," 
Today we are assembled to open a new 
cemetery, where Catholics may enjoy 
the privilege of Christian burial. It is 
to be called St. Joseph's cemetery, and 
it is especially fitting that this name 
should be chosen. This great saint, 
dying in the arms of Jesus and St. 
Mary, feels for all of us, and has been 
chosen as the patron of happy death. 
There is a peculiar solemnity to this 
occasion from the presence of our be- 
loved chief pastor, the bishop of the 
Springfield diocese, to bless this spot 
and to honor us, and put the seal of 
his approval upon this work which you 
have so long desired and have gathered 
here to witness. 


Aside from the interest that always 


centers about such an occasion there la 
an especial interest for the people of 
North Adams. You are building here 


of sentiment. The church recognizes 
the instinct to do honor to the dead. 
But she enobles-these human motives 
find raJses them to the- superhuman. 
She sees In man the temple of the Holy 
Ghost, and remains true to this vision 
though the soul has fled, and the body 
remains only a ruined temple, but still 
a beautiful one. She honors the dead 
for the glories of the past and the body 
for v hat it has been. 


But the church looks also to the fu- 


ture honors of the body and for what is 
in store for it. We Catholics have the 
K!OJ!OUS privilege of looking beyond the 
ton:b. Jesus Christ will raise us from 
the dead to the glories that are beyon-3.

While rain was feared through- 
out the day,-none fell to interfere with 
the exercises, which proceeded from the 
beginning of the parade at the church 
to the final review before the bishop 
and visiting priests, without the slight- 
est incident to mar their perfection. 


The parade was one of the most pleas 


ing that has been seen in the city in a 
long time, about 1200 men p2ing in 
line. At the cemetery the crowds were 
very large, it being estimated that fully 
7000 people were present. 
Many who 


are not Catholics were present to wit- 
ness the beautiful consecration cere- 
mony, while there were large numbers 
present from the towns about the city 


Parade to the Cemetery 


The various societies that were to 


take part began to assemble on Eagle 
street in front of the church shortly 
before 2 o'clock, and the completeness 
of the preliminary arrangements left 
little room for delay in the formation 
of the line, so that soon after 2 o'clock 
the time set, the march down Center 
street was begun. 
The parade was 


made up in the following order:

The streets along 
the line of march had boen sprinkled 
during the morning, and were free from 
dust as possible, although the hundreds 
of wheels and teams that had pre- 
ceded the parade had partly undone 
the work of the sprinklers. The streets- 
along the line, down to the Ashland 
street bridge, were lined with yeuple, 
while at various points beyond that 
there were large groups, and as the 
parade ineared

crowds again grew large along tne way. 


Reaching the Cometerr 


The crowds had reached the ceme- 


tery before the- parade, and the hill- 
side looking toward the road was 
covered with people as the parade turn- 
ed in at the main entrance. The city 
band played the beautiful and impres- 
sive funeral march of Chopin as the 
line turned into the cemetery , and 
marched up the hill towards the cross 
where the exercises wera to take place. 


At the brow of the hill, a&ar the large 


for posterity. Your children and your 
children's children wt|l jbe laid to rest 
in the hallowed precincts. 
It is a 


solemn thought that you, when your 
brief day of life is done, will come here 
to lay your bones in the very spot 
where you stand to witness- this con- 
secration. 


It is a great privilege to die a Roman 


Catholic, and to receive Christian bur- 
ial. To the church the cemetery is not 
only a monument to the dead, it is an 
oratory for the livtrg. It is a me- 
morial of the dead f-nd a shrine where 
the survivors may go for prayer and 
meditation. It is a token of love and 
estaem and also a place where we may 
listen to the sermons that the dead are 
preaching to us. 


As the world honors at their death 


those 
who 
have 
led 
its 
mili- 


tary 
and 
great 
civic 
movement 


so 
does 
the 
church 
honor 


those who have been faithful to its 
teachings. Even more generously than 
this, for the world's honor comes to 
only a few of each generation. As the 
moss and lichen wear out the names 
carved in the stones, so does the tide 
of oblivion wash out the majority of 
the names that have stood in honor. 
But not so the church. She devotes not 
one to oblivion. Whether king- or day 
laborer, ruler of the church or simple 
cleric, the church has but one question: 
"Was he a good and just man, obeying 
the laws of God and of the church?" 
The church stands with us in the hour 
of death, and does not cease there. 
She follows us to the tomb, and keeps 
our name in honor. She dedicates and 
blesses the virgin earth with all the 
pomp and impressive ceremony of its 
rituals, and over all places the cross, 
the sign of redemption. 


Why does the church care so faith- 


fully for the mere bodies of its children, 
when once the soul has fled? Some call 
it a mere matter of sentiment. But 
man is not composed of reason only. 
Imagination and sentiment are united 
in him, and they are a great power, 
"iou may not analyze it, but sentiment 
has ruled the minds and hearts of the 
greatest men and inspired greatest 
deeds in the history of the world. It 
was sentiment that led Columbus to 
the new world; it was for sentiment 
Warren fought and fell at Bunker Hill; 
it is by such sentiments as patriotism, 
filial affection and honor for the dead 
that society is kept together. It is well, 
then, that the church should recognize 
this sentiment, which was as strong in 
the beginning of history as it is today. 
The church does not ask a man to des- 
troy his affections, but purifies and en- 
obles them. 


The early Christians had for their 


most pious solicitude the burial of their 
dead. Men exposed their lives to re- 
cover the bodies of the martyrs, and to 
give them honored burial in the cata- 
combs. When the church emerged from 
the catacombs, and placed the bodies 
pf its martyred saints In the churches, 
the people were eager to place the 
bodies of their dead either In or close 
*.o i he churches. Now the custom has 
come to bury the dead in some place 
distant from the church, but conse- 
cra'ud by It, and separatee! from pro- 
fane uses. 


Uhy Is the church so careful in this 


mutter? It it indeed partly a matter 


h'jar the glorious beauties of heaven. 


I have said that the cemetery is a 


monument to the dead and an orato y 
for the living, and this beautiful spot 
is oiif, of nature's most beautiful tem- 
ples. "With the dome of sky overhead, 
and Ihe r.'lls rising on all sides for 
vails, there will be a constant funeral 
service in this spot through all the 
ages, wnh God himself for the pneat 
and his w'nds for the responses in the 
seivice. 


What spot could be more calculate.-! 


to arouse faith and inspire devotion to 
HIP liiRh'st power? Here we see the in- 
stability of all human things, 
As in 


the woild -we learn to know that nature 
is mutable, we come here to the ceme- 
tery ami seeing the level to which all 
are reduced, our hearts go out to the 
one great God, the eternal, the im- 
mutable. 


As you come here from time to time 


and walk along the paths and staml 
over the graves, memory will bring 
back the 
lives of those you 
have 


known in person, and you will be con- 
soled and edified by the lessons that 
will come in the contemplation of the 
lives that they have lived. Their mem- 
ory must support and guide us on our 
way. 


Here you have the cross over you, and 


the cross in the cemetery has a mean- 
ing that is not known elsewhere. It 
typifies Christ Jesus, from whom life is 
given to all. The cross also suggests 
the crown, which we cannot see, but 
which, without the cross, we may not 
reach. The cross suggests the great 
day 
which

world, 
when the angelic messenger

A second time the funeral march was 


sounded, and Bishop Beaven folowed 
by the priests, passed to the first cross, 
Rev. Fr. Burke recited the litany of 
the saints, and the responses were 
given by the priests. The cross was 
sprinkled with holy water, and the 
blessing pronounced by the bishop. The 
bishop then passed to each of the 
crosses, and blessed each in turn. 


This ended the ceremonies at the 


cemetery, and the bishop and priests 
were driven back to St. Francis' par- 
sonage, while the parade took up the 
line of march back to the city. At the 
parsonage the parade was reviewed by 
the bishop, and after countermarching 
at the Eagle street bridge, disbanded. 


St. Joseph's Cemetery. 


The cemetery which was consecrated 


with such impressive ceremony Sun- 
day is situated on the hilside to the 
east of South Church street, about a 
mile and a half south of St. Francis' 
church. Its location is one of the most 
beautiful of any pla^e abrut the city, 
ati'J is euch as to lend itself readily to 
the plans for its improvement which 
nave teen prepared. It includes be- 
tween 1C and 17 acres of land, and has 
room for about 1200 lots, and nearly 
1E.GOO graves, according to the plans. 
A description of the plans for its im- 
pro1, c-ir.'-nts with roads avid paths was 
given in the Transcript some days ago.
